found a true born Englishman in the 
whole . country. Wales . would will ingly 
daim an exemption from this assertion,, 
atid it may be in part allowed, as that 
F^de and mountainous country was not 
so soon penetrated into, nor made aeon- 
quest of so often by so many difFerient na- 
tions 9$ that part of England which is se- 
{«arated from it. But, though we now 
seetn to bid defiance to every hostile at- 
tempt at invasion, we have had various 
conquerors from the continent; and, 
even before the Romans invaded us, we 
may very naturally imagine, that thePhe- 
necians, who previously traded to our 
Country might mingle som6 of their r^ce 

with 
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\nt\\ ttie^borigines^^ofUiis island, in their 
frequent visits to it* ,' ' 

I often amuse myself in considering 
the countenances, and searching out the 
descent of my relations and friends/ ac-

a little money, the tyranny of their nature 
and the despotism with which they would 
have acted, had they been born in a more 
elevated station ; aspiriag at universal 
equality « and insolently attempting, in the 
pride of their well garnished purse, to 
tower over decayed nobility, or virtuous 
weii*born merit,, in distress^ -^ .
